WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—It is estimated 
that the doctors here now number aboat 
5,000. 
The work of registration iu the 
hall is in progress, and the exact fígares 
are not yet obtainable. 
Of these, nine- 
tenths are Amerioans. 
There are áOO 
foreigners present. President Cleveland, 
Secretary Bayard, and Speaker Carlysle 
were escorted by Dr. Garnett to seats 
npon the stage at 11 o'clock, and were 
greeted with applause by the aud'ence. 
The assemblage was called to order by 
Prof. Henry M. Smith, of Philadelphia, 
chairman of the executive committee. 
He 
said: 
"Tbis 
was 
the 
ninth international medical congress. 
The president of the United States had 
consented to open the congress for or- 
ganization. 
He had the honor to an- 
nonuce the Honorable Grover Cleve- 
land, president of the United States of 
America." The president arose, bowed 
to the assemblage and when the applause 
had subsided, lie said: " I feel that the 
country ahould be congratolate l to day 
upon the presence at our capital of so 
many of onr own citizens and those re- 
presen ting foreign countries, who have 
distinguished 
themselves 
in 
the 
Bcienco of medicine and are devoted 
to 
its 
further 
progress. 
My duty 
on this ocoasionis a very pleasing and a 
very brief one. 
It is simply to declare 
that the ninth international medical con- 
gress is now open for organization and 
for the transaction of busmess." 


Nathan Smith Davies, of Chicago, 
was chosen president, and Dr. John B. 
Hamilton, the supervising surgeon gen- 
eral of the United Surgeon Marine Hos- 
pital, was elected secretary general of 
the congress. 
The vice près dents were 
then elected, embracing a hundred or 
more. The only Americans on the list 
are the experts of the American Medical 
Association and the surgeon generals 
of the army and navy. The foreigners 
on the list include those who came as 
delegates from their governments, to- 
gether with many others of distinction.

beams, put his head into a noose on the 
other end, and then leaped from the 
height. 
He was speedily strangled, 
and when discovered was cold in death.

LEÀSSESQ 
TO SWIM. 


Hint« to Those Wishing; to Becom« 
Perfect In the Art.

"Well, welL 
This sort of weather 
XDakes one feel like hunting the banks 
of some cool stream, where shade, pure 
air, and good swimming may be found," 
remarked Old Sport, mopping the per- 
spiration from his forehead. 


"Yes; but 
suppose 
you 
couldn't 
swim?" 
asked one of the timid mem- 
bers of the congregation. 


"I wouldn't suppose such a 
thing," 
returned the old man. 
"Any one that 
can't swim has not only neglected hi« 
education 
woefully, but has missed a 
great 
deal of pleasi\re in life. Oi 
course if you can't 
swim you could 
paddle around in the shallow s and keep 
cool; though that is a great deal like 
having fun riding or driving with only 
a toy horse for a steed. 
If you can't 
swim you should learn." 


It's easy enough to say learn; but if 
you 
can't lea n what are you to do?" 
said the timid member. 


"Oh, well, if you've made up your 
mind 
that 
you can't learn that settles 
it. 
I know that you or any one else 
can learn to awim if you make u p your 
mind in the proper way. Of course, 
you can never learn if you go into the 
water, and as soon as you find yourself 
up to your neck or eyes jump out and 
say you can't swim. 
Half the battle 
for a novice in swimming is contidence. 
Timidity is the very first thing to con- 
quer. 
Go into the water with your 
mind made up to swim, a determination 
to learn, and an idea that you can do it 
if 
other 
people can. After you have 
once established confidence with your- 
self the rest is easy enough. 
I d«m't 
mean to say it is easy enough to make 
a great swimmer out of yourself, but it 
is easy enough to attain sufficient skill 
for all purposes of pleasure or to take 
care of yourself in case of accident. 
A 
very slight motion of the hands or feet 
will keep one on the surface of the 
water. 
There are some very elaborate 
rules for beginners, but my advice to 
these who want to learn to swim is to 
throw the rules into the wa er without 
reading 
them, and then jump in and 
see if you can't swim out with them. 


"The best way to learn is to go in 
with some friend who can swim, and he 
will tell you enough to enable you to 
keep yourself afloat, and after that is 
accomplished you will soon iind that it 
is easy enough to acquire proficiency in 
different styles. 
The next time you go 
to a swimming place just jump into a 
deep part. 
r)on't bci frightened. Be- 
gin to kick slowly with your feet and 
without raising your hands above the 
surface of the water, paddle with 
them 
with an over and over motion and you 
will find that you are swimming. Not 
in a very graceful manner, probably, 
but that motion will keep you afloat 
and you can make considerable head- 
way with it. That style is what we usg 
to call swimming- dog fashion in mv 
younger days, and many of the boys all 
over the country will remember the 
time when that was the only way they 
could swim. 
It's fun, though, and after 
you get more confidence from moving 
along in that style you will actjuiro 
other and more graceful styles accord- 
ing to vour natural aptitude. 


"Did I learn that 
style 
f i r s t ' Bet 
your 
life I did. 
When I was a litthi 
tad, not above 8 or 9 nine 
years old, 
my brother tumbled me off the dock 
into the East 
Kiver, 
and that dog 
fashion canie to me as naturally a.s 
could be, and it was not very long after 
that until the old folks had about all 
they 
could do to keep me out of the 
river. 
Now, you are going on a fishing 
excursion shortly, and you just try it. 
After you get so that you can move 
along I will tell you how to acqciio 
other and more fashionable strokes; 
but bear this 
firmly in your 
m i n d - 
that if you get frightened you can't 
do it.
